Nikita Krusbchey was awarded 
the Order of Lenin, Russia's 
most coveted honvur. 

That vpisode may provide a 
vital key to Krushehev'’s po- 
ponallty . Material suecess and 
mechanical progress — provide 
two of his strongest motivaticns. 
But, more than that, Krushchev 
wants to be admired, to dazzle, 
to stand out among the crowd. 

His cuteer, curfously, parallels 
the rags-to-riches fables which 
are so much a part of the 
Aercrican — tradition, and his 
scale of values Is not far distant 
from that of the heroes in the 
fables. 


Breadbasket 


He was born at Kaliknova, 
near Kursk, in the north- 
central region of the Ukraine, 
on April 17, 1894, The geography 
is importent because {it has play- 
ed a major role in his carecr. 

The Ukralna—the rich brecd- 
basket of modern Russia—has 
always been easy prey for in~ 
vaders. The Russinng and the 
Poles slaughtered. one another 
ever centuries for Its posession. 
And the Ukrainians hated 
both, Hitler rolled through it 
—backed, [cr a Ume, by the 
Ukrainicns — themselves, who 
reasoned that the new master 
ue hardly be worse than the 
old.

The old had been none other 
qhan Nikita Krushchev. 

Krushchey had become thoir

By then, too, he had 
made his. first big step up in the 
world—he had ceased to herd 
sheep and learned the plumb- 
ing trade. In a part of the world 
where pipcs were becoming 
numerous and plumbers all too 
rare, he wns an important man. 

He became active in the local 
panly, werked hard,  carnestly, 
even fanatically. In the end it 
gst him where he wanted. He 
was sent to Moscow's Industrial 
Academy to study engineering, 
He had atways dreamed of 
becoming an engineer, But there 
was more to it 4han that, The 
Academy was Stalin's, personal 
preparatory echool, and it was 
intended to produce the rulers 
of the new technocracy. 


Cut-throat 


Krushchev, ex-shepherd boy, 
ex-plumber, showed himself 
more than able to hold his own 
in the cut-throat politics of the 
big city, His first act was to 
take over the Academy’a politic. 
al organisation, ‘That attracted 
the attention of _Kagonivitch, 
the rough, tough bess of the 
Moscow party machine. 

Krushehev wes 37 when he 

duated from the - Academy. 
That was in 1931, Three years 
later ho was a.member of the 
Central Committee of the Come 
munist Party. The next year be 

first secretary of | the 
Moscow Party.

Unbeatable 


Krushchey was an obvious 
choice. He ewed everything to 
the party—the party which hnd 
educated him, fed him, given 
him power. He was unlikely to 
waver. He was a proletarian, 
pure, simple and proud. He was 
now -educated in the arts of 
material progress. The 9 com- 
bination. surely, was unbeatable. 
In addition he had proved bis 
ability, both in the Ukraine and 
at the Acqrdemy. to held his own 
in the rough and tumble of 
political lfe. 

Im 1938—already tried and 
tested in high office under close 
supervision—he wus sent back 
to the Ukraine and given a [ree 
hand to clear up the muss. 
From 1918 onwards the Ukraine 
had sprouted every form_ of 
deviation known to the Com- 
munist world. The rebels, by 
turns, were Czarists, © Men- 
sheviks, Trotskyites — anything 
to disrupt the hated  Russiar. 
machine. 

With Krushchey came some- 
thing much nenrer a slaughter 
than a purge. He did the job 
calmly, cooly, always legally; 
but Ukrainians by the tens of 
thousands disapptared to 
Siberia, and by the hundreds 
had their skulls smashed by the 
executioner’s bullets. The anti- 
Stalinists were Icft leaderless. 


Desperate 


Whether Krushehev entirely 
approved or not no man con 
say. He had his orders and he 
executed them promptly and 
eMiciently, The unpleasant truth 
was that Rusyia was in danger 
of dosing the Ukraine, and the 
breakaway of the Ukraine would 
trave meant the collapse of the 
Soviet economy, and perhaps the 
end of the Soviet Union, 

Desperate situations require 
éesperate. measures, end Nikita 
Krushehcy hos always been 2 
realist. Perhaps the West would 
do svell not forget that fact. 

In 1939 Krushchev became a 
member of ihe Supreme 
Pracsidium of the Sovict Union 
-—-u formalisation of his. role as 
a member of the Party's Central 
Committee. 

He was very near the top. 
He might cpsily have fallen 
when the Germans marched 
through the Ukraine and that 
land of now purifled souls’ pro- 
duced traltors by tire thousands. 

He did the-obvious thing. In 
1941 he was 
Lreutenant-General and-put in 
charge of gquerilla'defence in the 
vvitn | person 

ith a ainy-army of - 
lly-picked men, he developod 
one of the most skilful sabot- 


reprisals against

it. Krushchev was ypee ogalan a 
hero. 

After the war he went back 
to Moscow and sat quictly 
awaiting—and warking at ineis- 
trial planning. When Stalin 
aied, his personal successor 
Maleatuv took over. But Malen- 
kov did note fo. deke._.on 
beth Stalin’s old jebs—Steretiry 
of the Party and Premier of the 
notion He chase to be 
Premier and gave the scerelary- 
ship to his. brother-in-law, 
Krushchev. 

Malenkev gambled on the as- 
sumption new technecrats were 
stronger than old politicians. He 
introduced a medérate policy 
desi~ned to please the techno- 
crats. 


Man of power 


Ue gambled wrongly. He could 
net centrol the machine, The 
pollticlans just didn’t co-optrate, 
and the gap between tituiar 
power and actuel power widen- 
ed. The man holding back was 
Krushehev. 

Malenkov gilher gave up or 
was told to give up. Krushchev. 
the dutiful brother-in-law, has 
apparently scen to ft that things 
have not gone too badly with 
Malenkov, He can afford to be 
fenerous. 

For Krushechev J[s still the 
mon with the power. He is an 


old-school politician who knows |- 


all the political ropes and who 
has gathered, over the years, 
all the political strings into his 
hands. At the same time he, 
too, is a technocrat—ond a 
‘technocrat who started at the 
bottom and grew with the re- 
yolution. He is the symbol of 
the Communist success story. 

He has been too clever to try 
to repeat Stalin's coup. He 
learned, at first hand, how much 
blood had to Iys shed to establish 
a personal —dictatorship—and 
just how risky the operation 
was. 

He has profited from Lenin’s 
warning. in an industrial 
society dictatorship cannot last 
for ever, for every new step in 
ahe Industrialisation process re- 
Guires an educated man to con- 
trol it. And every <ducated man 
fa potentially a thinking man 
who must, in the end, rebel 
against tyranny. 

Besides, .Krushehev really docs 
believe in the Ideal of Material 
Progress. He rently is interested 
in the technocratic peradise,

At first, 
the Romans had only ten 
months in their year, The 
names September, October, 
November, snd December 
mean nothing more than 
seventh month, eighth 
month, ninth, and tenth.

The Irish “Government today con- 
demned the stealing from the Tate Gallery 
in London yesterday of the painting “Jour 
Dete” by the French impressionist, Berthe 
Morisot. The painting was reported to 
have been stolen by Irish Nationalists on 
the grounds that it belongs to Ireland. 


Ip a communique issued here, 
the Irish Government sald that 
every cffort would be made to 
find the painting, If It was in 
Irctand, and to return it to the 
Tate Gallery. 

The communique emphasised 
that Ircland had a right to the 
painting—one of 38 which came 
to the Tate Gallery under the 
contested will of Sir Hugh Lane, 
who was drowned when the 
liner Lusitania went down In
